at Tierra Blanca, on the front, and 
along the border opposite Belen and 
Yeleta, Texas, to the east. 
The frontal attack on the constitu- 
tionalists under General Villa began 
at 4:30 o'clock about twenty-five miles 
south of Juares, according to an Amer- 
{can chauffeur who reached Juarez at 
6 o'clock this evening from Tierra 
Blanca. The artillery on both sides 
was engaged.

As Mr. Weltner is careful to show, this 
condition is not a reflection upon Recorder 


Broyles. Under the law he is helpless. 
Often he uses his discretion to the limit 
to mitigate the situation. The trouble lies 
in the reasoning under which Atlanta’s 
police court system and her police depart- 
ment was founded. We have been operat: 
ing upon the,obvious fallacy that the po- 
lice court should, as nearly as possible, be 
self-supporting. We have also tolerated ar- 
rests for trivial causes, and then allowed 
the offenders to “pay out.” 

The method of fining semi-indigent of 
fenders is weak because the burden falls 
on someone else. Too often, as Weltner 
shows, the wife and family of the Individual 
gets in the clutches of the loan shark in 
an effort to save husband and father from 
the ignominy of stripes. Frequently, it 
costs the community, officially or unoffi- 
cially, several times as much to support 
the family of an indigent offender, while he 
is serving his sentence, than the amount 
originally imposed as a fine. 

The remedy lies, of course, in discrim- 
ination in arrests and prosecutions. The 
law must be broadened to permit the re- 
corder to let those guilty of frivolous of- 
fenses off with a warning or a reprimand. 
The probation officer must be given au- 
thority to parole minor prisoners and see 
that they observe the parole. The average 
officer of the law must be taught the prin- 
number of arrests he makes, but upon the 
ciple that his success is based not upon the 
peaceful conditions he maintains in the ter. 
ritory assigned him. It is cause for gratifica- 
tion that substantial progress is already 
being made to these ends.

Thanksgiving Turkey Stuffings 


The idea seems rather odd to most of us 
to roast a turkey wjthout filling it with a 
rich stuffing, yet many persons do this, claim- 
ing that the fowl has a superior flavor, and 
more juices, whem roasted without any ad- 
ditions. 

This is the way our turkey stuffing Is 
prepared: a half a pound of bacon is put 
through the food chopper and mixed with 
stale crumbs broken in not too small pieces. 
The liver, heart and gizzard are chopped fine 
with the machine and all this !s seasoned 
with salt, pepper, sage, thyme and summer 
savory. If the bread 1s 
quite dry moisten with 
cold water; hotywater 
makes the bread pasty. 

Stuff the body with 
this, close the opening 
and truss it. Place in a 
covered pan with a pint 
of hot water, cook slow- 
ly at first. If an un 
covered pan is used you 
must cover the breast of 
the bird with olled 
paper to prevent its 
burning and baste fre- 
quently with hot water 
and butter, If a very 
brown coatipg 1s want- 
ed dredge with flour, 
brown it, baste and 
dredge again. Stuffed 
and baked In this way 
turkey surpasses itpelf. 

Few families will tol- 
erate novelty methods 
of dressing the Thanksgiving turkey, but if 
an appetizing change is wanted you will 
find it in chestnut stuffing; peel twenty-four 
Italian chestnuts and throw them in boiling 
water for ten minutes, remove the under skin 
now and simmer them in milk until they 
are tender Have ready a tablespoon of 
minced parsley, two tablespoons of butter 
and a plentiful sprinkling of salt and pepber. 
Mash the nuts and mix in the other ingredi- 

add a minced onion and a 
cup of sausage meat, or If you%prefer, a cup 
of minced veal. The meat may be omitted 
and a cup of diced celery used in its place. 
Let that be at choice. 

Oyster stuffing: Cut a dozen or more 
large oysters in pieces, the size of the turkey 
will determine for you about how many you 
will need. Rolf a half a pound of eoda 
crackers and mix them with a pint measure 
of bread crumbs. Moisten with the oyster 
liquor and the yolk of an egg and one whole 
egg. Put in the oysters and season with 
salt, pepper and butter. Mix all together 
lightly with a large fork and fill into the 
turkey, but do not pack tightly, as that 
makes the dressing heavy and soggy. 

Potato stuffing: Mix a quart of mashed 
and whipped potatoes with a cup of sausage 
ameat, a cup of nut meats, walnuts or but- 
ternuts are best, a teaspoon of salt, a dash 
of pepper, a tablespoon of mixed herbs and 
a cup of cracker crumbs. Molgten with a 
cup of cream and two beaten eggs. Spread 
the inside of the turkey with warm butter 
and stuff as usual.

ing them than the simple old New England 
war of stewing the fruit into a thick sauce 
and. after it is cold, sweetening it to suit 
the taste. The same result may be obtained 
aud the dish perhaps made a little m 
a if made into hard jelly and hardened 
in molds of which the small individual ones 
are the most dainty. 

Cranberry Jelly. 

Carefully pick over and wash one pint of 
crawberries and add one and one-half cups 
of granulated sugzr and a half a cup of 
water. Cook for twenty minutes, boiling all 
of the time. and then rub through a fine 
sieve until all of the pulp has been obtained. 
Cook again about ten minutes longer and 
then turn into a mold or fill the small molds, 
und set aside to cool. Two or three of the 
candied berries added to each little mold im- 
proves both appearance and taste, In eandy 
ing, use the same proportion of water and 
sugar as for the jelly, putting the berries in 
the kettle first and pouring over the sugar 
and then the water and allowing it to boil 
ly, covering for a few minutes. Uncover 
and cook until tender and then take out and 
drain on buttered paper.

End of the Friedmann Cure. 


(From the News Columns of The New York 
Times.) 

According to The Journal of the Amerl- 
can Medical association, the official organ 
of the largest body of representative medi- 
men on this continent, and perhaps 
he world, the so-called Frieamann cur= for 
tuberculosis is utterly discredited. The ed- 
nion of the publication is that all 
reliable reports regarding the treatment of 
patients by Friedmann's method seem to 
show either that it is actually injurious or 
else that It is less efficient than other weil- 
Isnown and less-dangerous means of treat- 
ment Here is a part of the editorial: 

Dr, Mannheimer reported on the results 
of eighteen cases in New York in which the 
Friedmany “treatment” was used, and stated 
that in “not a single one of the eighteen 
cases was there definite Improvement to date 
that could be attributed to the treatment.” 

A committee of some of the foremost 
physicians of Canada was appointed to watch 
the patients inoculated by Dr. Friedmann in 
the Canadian hospitals. These physicians 
made a similar un able report. 

Dr. Anderson, a nder the authority 
of the United States governmeni, watched 
the progress of the patients treaied by Dr. 
Friedmann In this country. He also gave 
an urfavorable opinion as to the effect of 
the treatment. 

The cdmann “treatment” has been con- 
demned by German physicians generall 

A report from the Rhode Island State 
anitarlum on the results in patients 
treated by the Triedmanh method states 
that the patients have shown none of the 
immediate and wonderful results reported 
by Friedmann, but that, "on the contrary, 
about 17 per cent of the cases” are worse 
than they might have been expected to be 
under ordinary sanitarlum treatment. 

This, and more, is true, and yet the com- 
pany which is exploiting this so-called cure 
is, apparently, able to find physicians who 
are willing to aid in this inhuman business. 
After all, this might be expected: it has 
always been possible to find men willing to. 
do disreputable work, If sufficient financial 
inducements ate offered. While the medical 
profession harbors but a amg proportion 
of men of this type. it has s@Me within Its 
ranks who are willing to sel} their birth- 
right of professional decency for a mess of 
pottage. |

states successfully evades any reprisal ‘on | 
the part of the federal government. It, there- 
fore, devolves of the various states to take 
such actlon as is necessary to prevent the 
heartless exploitation of the unfortunate 
consumptives within their borders.

OW MANY HUGUENOTS LEFT FRANCE? & 


Various historians have given-a great 
variety of figures as to the number of Hugue- 
nots who left France after the famous Edict 
of Nantes was revoked, and it seems to have 

possible to tell how many loyal 
Frenchmen left their home when they were 
deprived of their religious liberty. 

The Edict of Nantes was signed by Henry 
TV on April 18, 1598. The document consist- 
ed of ninety-two patent or public articles and 
fitty-six secret or close ones. Owing to the 
difficulties and delays in registering the edict 
it was not published until a year after it had 
been signed by the king. It remained in 
force eighty-seven years or until it was re- 
voked by Louis XIV on October 22, 1685. 

In the statistical question as to the total 
numbeg of Huguenot exiles, it is impossible 
to arrive at a certain result, and the range 
which calculation or conjecture has allowed 
to successive historians would make one 
pause before attempting a dogmatic solution. 

Besnage, a year after the recall of the 
edict, reckoned the emigrants above 150,000. 
The following year Jurieu raised the total 
above 200,000. Writing later Besnage found 
between 300,000 and 400,000, and this estima- 
tion was accepted by Sismondi. Lastly Vol- 
taire, followed in our own day by Hase, 
counted 500,000, 

These area few of the sober calculations 
and thelr mean will perhaps supply the ulti- 
mate figure Limlers who seems to have 
guessed at the figures, placed them at the 
extremely large number of 800,000, The only 
historian who professes to have pursied 
the inquiry in exact detail is Capefigue, and 
from his minute scrutiny of the cartons des 
generalities, as prepared in the closing years 
of the seventeenth century, obtains a com- 
putation of 225,000 to 220,000 

Such a figure must be accepted as the 
absolute minimum. for it was the plain in- 
terest of the intendants who drew up the 
returns to put all the facts which revealed 
the folly of the king's action to the lowest 
cipher. "Probably the best figures,” says 
Poole in his “History of the Huguenots,” 

‘would be to place the exodus at at least 
one-fifth ‘of the total Huguenot society. If 
the body numbered 2.000.000 the outflow 
would be 400,000, If this appears an ex- 
treme estimate, it must be remembered that 


one-fifth is also extreme on the ‘other si 
Reducing the former aggregate to 1,500,000, 1 
will be clearly within the bounds of modera. 
tion to leave the total exedus a range be. 
tween 500,000 and 350,000, 

“How are we to distribute this immens 
aggregation? Holland certainly claims nea 
100,000; England, with Ireland and Americ 
Probably 80,000. Switzerland must have re. 
celved 26,000, and Germany, including Bran 
denburg, thrice that number. The remainde 
Will be made up from the north of Europ:
